1 he nucleus of 
the institution was a collection of minerals and rocks presented 
by the President. The present building, designed by the Con¬ 
sulting Engineer to the Government of Madras and named the 
Napier Museum after a former Governor .of Madras, was com¬ 
pleted in 1880. The building is of considerable architectural 
beauty. Three commodious hails connected by long corridors, 
with four towers and numerous gables, ornamental ceiling panels 
and wood work, coloured panes and artistically painted walls 
both inside and oustside. constitute the main scheme of the 
building.

, ;opie visit the Museum every year. The 
specimens of Natural history are exhibited in the Sankumukhatn 
palace building tentatively. 

. The Museum building owes its beauty.partly to its fine set¬ 
ting in a beautiful park, Fifty-six acres of hill and dale are taste¬ 
fully laid out in paths and terraces; lawns and lakes, shrubberies 
and rockeries, flower beds and conservatories, .interspread with 
the runs and cages of the Zoo. Beginning from the lower level 
at the lake, the ground rises tier to tier till it spreads into an 

the Museum stands. Weekly concerts are provided by the 
State Forces and Police Bands. % Radio Broadcasts of news 
and music are relayed daily in the evenings from the band¬ 
stand in the top gardens. Long flights of steps and grassy 
slopes leading down to the lake with clumps of golden bamboos 
and stately trees form the chief feature of the Lower Garden. 
There are nearly three miles of roads and foot paths; and a 
aumber of comfortable garden benches are provided.

B Class members are entitled to the loan of 4 volumes at 
a time and to the use of the Members' Reading and Writing 
Room. 

Subscribers have to pay a deposit of Bh, Rs, 3 or 2 and 
a subscription of annas 8 or 4 according to the number of 
volumes they borrow from the Library. 

With a view to extend the usefulness of this institution to 
the people of Travancore outside the Capital, there is provision 
made for the affiliation of mofussil libraiies to this institution. 

The amount of fees leviable from affiliated libraries is 
Bh, Rs. 9 for one year, Bh, Rs. 5 for a half year, or Bh. Re. 1 
per month, the fees being payable in advance in every case. 
Each affiliated Library shall have the loan once a month of a 
variable number of books or periodicals whose total weight 
does not, as a rule, exceed 600 tolas; but Libraries to which 
books are sent through the State Transport Service shall have 
the option of the loan once a month of either 20 books or perio¬ 
dicals, or books or periodicals weighing 600 tolas from the 
Trivandrum Public Library, 

The cost of transmission by State' Transport Service or by 
Anchal both ways will be borne by Government. 

The Libraries in the State at present availing themselves of 
the advantages of affiliation are:— 

(1) The Dixon Library : Chengannr. 

(2) Municipal Library, Quilon. 

(3) Mar Thoma School Teachers* Association S. G 
Seminary, Tiruvalia. 
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There is a library attached to the 'Institute, containing 
books on subjects relating to industry and commerce. The 
Institute is also subscribing (or several journals dealing with 
those subjects. The Institute and the Library are open to all. 

Every year the anniversary of the birthday of His High¬ 
ness Sri Moolam Thirunal Maharaja is celebrated by the Insti¬ 
tute. The building and the premises, which have been converted 
into a neat garden forming a fine setting for (he hall, are decora¬ 
ted and illuminated, A public meeting is held at which a lecture 
on some topic relating to commerce and industry is delivered. 
The bust of the late Maharaja, kept in the Insdtu'e, is garlanded 
and tributes are paid to the departed Ruler.

WOMEN AND CHILDREN'S HOSPITAL, TRIVANDRUM, 

The establishment of a separate Hospital intended exclu¬ 
sively for women in the State da'es back to the year 1 070. It - 
was styled the Maternity Hospital and was handed for treating 
Maternity cases ra’Iwf than all diseases to which women and 
children are subject. It was placed in charge of a Male Assist¬ 
ant Surgeon. After some years a Lady Doctor was appointed 
as the head, and the Hospital began fo grow in usefulness and 
popularity. But it continued to fail to attract Indian women 
of the better classes. His Highness the Maharaja, however 
felt that the time was ripe for giving the Capital a first-rate 
Hospital for women and children, and accordingly in 1091 
0916) the present Hospiiai at Ihycaud was opened, and for the 
first time the Hospital was placed under an Indian Lady Doctor 
trained in London.

With a view to give advanced training in music and bring 
the Academy on a. level with the music colleges under the 
Annamalai and Madras Universities, the course of training in 
the institution has beer, extended to four years and classes in 
veena have also been started from the academic year 1946-47.

The Vanchi Poor Fund has been started under the gracious 
patronage of His Highness the Maharaja and Her Highness 
Maharani Se’u Parvati Bayi to provide mid-day meals, and if 
and when funds permit, to provide necessary clothing to poor 
pupils of educational institutions wi hout distinction of caste or 
creed; to feed, clothe and house, as and when funds permit, 
destitute, disabled or aged persons who are unable to work for 
their living and to adopt such ameliorative measures as are con¬ 
ducive to the relief of the poor in ‘.he State. Its founder and 
President is Sachivottama Sir C. P, Ramaswami Aiyar, K. C, 
S.1.,K.C. I, E.,LL. D., The Executive Commi'tee consisting of 
the President, a Secre'ary, a Treasurer and 35 members, elected 
from the subscribers to the Fund, is vested with powers for 
sanctioning the necessary esta 1 lishment and for making or alter¬ 
ing the rulesor bye laws for promoting the in'eres f s of the fund. 
A Working Committee consisting of the President, the Secretary, 
the Treasurer and 9 members elected from among the members 
of the Executive Committee functions as 'he administrative 
body. The Executive Committee-meets once every six months 
and the Working Committee as often as necessary. Periodical 
reports are made by the Working Committee fo the Executive 
Committee for ratification. Menbership to the Fund is open 
to all who pay a monthly subscr'p'lon of As. 4 or above, The 
Fund is the first non-communal philanthropic organization esta¬ 
blished in Travancore by public benefaction and its motive force 
is selfless s. : rv ; ce and love of the poor. Branches of the Fund 
have been es'ablished in Attin^al, Quilon, Alwaye, Kartika- 
pally, Martandom, iCottayam, Nagercoil, Neyyatinkara, Tiru- 
valla, Alleppey, Shertailay, Perumbavoor, Parur, Tovalai, 
Kalkulara, Karunagapalli, Kunnalhur, Pathararothilta, Vaikom 
and Ihuckalay. 


The to'al Fund, up to the end of 1945 amounts to 
Rs. 21,86,^36-8-8 and out of this Rs. 15,97,436-14-0 
belongs to the Central Organiza'ion and Rs. 5,99.399-10-8 to 
the Branches. Out of this, a sum of Rs. 16,32,900 has 
been lested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments to 
be administered by a Commi tee consis ing of the Financial 
Secre'ary tc Government, the Advocate General, the Pro-Vice- 
Charceilcr of the University ol Travancore, the Directory 
Public Instruction, the Mayor cf the Trivandrum Corporation 
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Rajyasevanirata S. Chattanatha Karayalar, the Treasurer of the 
Vanchi Poor Fuad, and the Financial Secretary to Govern¬ 
ment, the convener. The balance is deposited in banks and trea¬ 
suries for current expenditure which amounts to Rs. 8,400 
per month.
